)ship in the world is the old British 
prison ship Success, built In 1790 and 
now whe only survivor of England's 
felon fleet. 

Tho old ship Is now a floating mus- 
eum, illustrating the horrible treat- 
ment of prisoners in an almost for- 
gotten time. On every one of her 
sails are Tainted broad arrowheads, 
the distinguishing mark of the English 
convict'’s garb, and her, interior is dl- 
vided into an array of cells, tiger 
dens, bincK holes, an. biboes, save in 
that part reserved for the crew. 

Built in 1790 at Moulmeld, by the 
old pagoda, looking eastward to the 
sea, the Success is now 123 years 
old. No ship of anythiug like her 
great age today is seaworthy, yet this 
old hulk under her own sail succeed. 
ed in crossing the Atlantic, her time 
of ninety-six_ days, however, creating 
no new record. 

Massively built throughout of solid 
Burman, with. beautiful brass guns 
bristling from her sides and _ fitted 
handsomely for the reception of 
princes, nobles and the wealthy trad- 
ers of the orient. 

Her tonnage is 589 and she is 135 
feet long and twenty nine feet Veam.
